Earraiug in Vaucouver Island Again. 

In our last issue we treated of fanning 
with a view to spreading correct notions 
respecling the agricultural resources of ilie 
Island. As tho subject is a somowlmt 
lengthy as well as an important one, we re- 
sume our discussion of it again : 

Tho agricultural districts which offer ad- 
vantages for settlement next claim brief 
notice. Tho whole island is computed at 
twelve million acres, of which it is true tho 
greater part comprises rock and mountain. 
But it is roughly estimated that there are 
at least 250,000 acres of farming land in the 
districts of Victoria, Saanich, Co-vitchan 
and Nanairno ; not to spoak of available 
tracts that may yet bo found in tho imper- 
fectly explored interval lying between the 
two latter localities. In Saanich, which 
embraces an area of 37 squaro miles, there 
are at present settlors, including women and 
children, numbering more than 100. These 
severally occupy farms ranging from 50 to 
1500 acres, and their tenements contain a 
high proportion of clear land, combining 
calcareous and arenaoioua properties to- 
gether with humus— these soils resting gen- 
erally on a clayey but sometimes on a grav- 
elly stratum. Oats, timothy, barley, wheat, 
all the green crops and every kind of garden 
fruit grow there in great perfection. This 
description applies to tho districts of Cow- 
itchan, Comiaken, Quamichan, Somenos, 
and Shawnigan with this exception that 
clear prairie does not exist to the same ex- 
tent, and that tho turf has scarcely in any 
instance been as yet turned in those places — 
some of the land being held by speculators. 
Thejtotal area of tho last mentioned five 
districts is set down at 5 7,0oS acres, of 
which 50,000 are deemed superior in final- 
ity and the remaining 7G0O as good for tho 
general objects of agriculture. Numerous 
sections in these parts are still UMpre-empted 
and it is said that o sufficient amount ot 
good land exists in them collotively to pro- 
vide farms for 500 or GOO families. In the 
vicinity of the same connected districts lies 
Admiralty Island — better known as Salt 
Spring Island, from briny springs which it 
contains. Its area is 90 square miles. This 
district, already inhabited by about 60 souls, 
boasts much excellent land and is being 
improved as rapidly as the narrow circum- 
stances of the settlers permit. Convenient 
to Nanairno, grazing land abounds and in 
what is called the cedar district there are 
11,000 acres available for the plough. The 
Comax country, which is north of that prom ] 
ising mineral depot, is estimated to contain 
300,000 acres of good arable land, a vast 
part of which consists of fertile prairie. 
The Sooke, Lake, and Esquimalt districts 
are chiefly suitable for stock-raising, though 
several large patches have been placed un- 
der crop and have borne abundantly. Dr. 
Forbes gives the average production of 
wheat in the country at from 25 to 30 
bushels per acre — o'-llbs. to the bushel ; 
oats 70 bushels to tlio acre ; weight 36 
to 46lbs. ; potatoes 200 bushels per aero 
and upwards, and of better quality than those 
raised in Oregon or Washington Territory. 
The yield of barley varies from 24 to 10 
bushels per acre, according to the quality and 
cultivation of the land, aud is preferred by 
brewers and others to the same product im- 
ported from California. Large tracts of land, 
heavily timbered, that arc at present passed 
over as comparatively valueless, will be largely 
sought, cleared and tilled as population in- 
creases, and farming labor becomes more cheap 
aud plentiful. Emigrants arriving at this early 
state of Colonial progress, ignorant of the 
amount of land in the hands of companies and 
private individuals, and of the considerable pe- 
riod during which it lias been held, expect to be 
able to select fur purchase, sections within easy 
distance of Victoria, on more nominal terms ; 
and ore consequently surprised to find farms held 
at a figure so niiieli higher than they antici- 
pated. The Hudson Bay and Pugel .Sound 
Companies with certain of the officials of those 
companies, in their private capacity, owns in 
different districts, at least 15,000 acres ol land, 
the price of which several years ago was£l 
per acre. But if the gold mines of British 
Columbia continue to develop favorably, as 
as they give every promise of doing, Victoria 
will inevitably expand into a commercial entre- 
pot, second only to San Francisco, it inferior 
even to that city. An experienced (armor, 
who succeeds in buying from die present pro- 
prietor, with a view to settlement, -1(10 or 500 
acres, anywhere within 15 miles of Victoria, 
tolerably open and partially cultivated, at $20 
or §30 per acre, may esteem himself fortunate. 
For belore us is the analogy nffordod by Mel- 
bourne aud San Francisco,— likewise cm porta 
for gold- bearing countries. Around those cities, 
land bGS, ill the last dozen years, risen in value 
some hundreds of dollars ; and there can be no 
doubt that money invested in districts con- 
tiguous to Victoria will, in a similar period to 
come, be multiplied a dozen fold. In propor- 
tion to the limited area adjacent to Victoria 
that can be employed in producing Supplies 
for that market will be the great value which 
good land will attain ; aud if the many dis- 
ciples of husbandry with capital, in England, 
Canada and Australia, lor whose Bpecial bono- 
Jit we write, allow the chance ol augmenting 
their fortunes, which this fact oilers, to pass 
unimproved, they will ye!, live to do penance 
lor present indifference. It would be a bene- 
faction to the Colony a; well as to a certain 
class ot our farmers,— sonic poor and others 
tunltless,— under whom rich lands arc lying 
waste, il these could be displaced by cutorpris. 
jog and intelligent men who could oiler the 
former a reasonable consideration to quit ; nor 
would tins course be otherwise than advan- 
tageous to the new purchasers. 

It is marvellous that the most hasty in- 
spection of the prices realized fn pn dim and 



dock in Victoria, should not awaken excite 
ment in the prosecution of island farming a> 
the gold of Cariboo has attracted to iht 
couuliy mining adventurers. Hay sold last 
winter from 3-10 to $60 per ton, and rarely 
falls mUoh below S20 or $20 ; — nolat >es at 3 
and, for a while, at -1 cents per lb., and new 
potatoes now command (i and 7 cents retail. 
Wheat, peas, oats, turnips, &c , also fetch 
gooil prices. Il must bo confessed that the 
large yield of wheat in California and Ore- 
gon, and tho freqestit shipments of Hour 
from those States to this port, render compe- 
tition on the part of our farmers difficult. 
But the establishment of tho grist-mills al 
distances convenient to the farming sottle- 
meuts would place farmers in a position in 
which they need not fear competition in 
tho kind of import in question. Hogs 
increase at one thousand per bent., if 
systematically taken care of, ami must al- 
ways secure a ready sale among the Chinese I 
and for tin regular supply of tho mines. 
Cured bacon, which sells in tho Mast at from 
10 to 12 cents, and in Oregon at from 1*2 to Lo 
cents per ll>. readily brings in Victoria from | 
15 to 10 cents and from 17 to 20 cents rc-spee- 1 
lively. There is nothing to prevent our farmers ; 
competing lavorably, in (his article, with 1 
foreign markets, and besides yetting a full pro- 
lit, save freight from the parts whence we are 
now supplied with it. Butter that in the East- 
ern States costs from Ifi to 20 cents per lb., 
and in California from 20 to 35 cents per lb., 
is sold here, in retail, at 50 cents per ll>. T he 
annual increase of sheep is !)0 per cent. As 
for meal, which retails at 20 cents per lb., it is 
well known that not one sixteenth part of this 
article consumed among us is raised in the is- 
land ; and yet the profit on it to dealers in 
stock is enormous ! Eggs in the most abun- 
dant season, arc sold at 50 cents per dozen. 
A. full bearing orchard is calculated lo nett to 
its proprietor, who bestows suitable attention 
upon it, at least 6050 an acre per annum ; and 
it is now demonstrated that the flavor of our 
apples, pears, plums, ami cherries, especi- 
ally cannot bo equalled. How lung are 
wo to be humiliated and burdonod by the 
stale of almost exclusive dependence in 
which wo are placed for farming supplies 
upon foreign sources, with our own prolific 
soil only awaiting the application of capital 
anil labor to yield us enough ! 

Some have looked upon the perpetuation 
of tho Free-port system us suicidal to agri- 
cultural prosperity. But such a notion indi- 
cates a remarkable want of reflection. If tho 
kinds of produce that flourish in tho island 
can be raised at tho same expense as 
in California, _Oregon, or Washington Ter- 
ritory, it is evident that our farmers must 
have a decided advantage over pro- 
ducers in these States who may attempt to 
compete with us, since they have not only 
to bear the charge of transit from tho inte- 
rior lo their place of shipment, but of freight 
iheueo to Victoria. This latter item, espe- 
cially, our farmers are enabled to save. Be- 
sides being close lo Iho market and all our 
vegetables with certain of our cereals being 
superior lo what are imported secure a pre- 
ference for those homo products. Did wo 
possess a genoral protective tariff, the higher 
prices agriculturists would have lo pay for 
manufactured imports would considerably 
outweigh any little advantage Ihey might 
gain over our American neighbors in the dis- 
posing of slock and produce. If on the other 
hand the system of protection were confined 
to articles strictly agricultural it might be 
attended with loss lo the community at largo 
but cou'd not sensibly benefit home produ- 
cers. We incline rather to tho argument that 
if, with so little talent, energy and economy, the 
majority of oui farmers manage lo keep their 
heads above water, their condition would be 
incalculably improved by the possession of a 
larger share of these quaiities. Moreover, 
Ilie free-port system .should lie jealously 
guarded l: in all its virgin purity" lor if once 
the principle of taxing imports is acknow- 
ledged it is almost impossible for the govern- 
ment under the pressure of financial difficul- 
ties, to resist the temptation to extend the 
application of it from articles of agriculture 
to those of commerce. Tho transition from 
the one sphere to tho oilier is easy. What 
would then be tho result? Tho chief ele- 
ment ol our strength and progress would be 
impaired. 'The charm with which Victoria 
is now invested and by which she captivates 
men of commerce in ovcy quarter of lliu 
globe would be broken, aud that unlucky day 
would be cursed by posterity when the first 
conception of protective policy to farmers 
cast an incurable blight upon commercial 
interests.

The Gas-Works. 
The Gas-works-at liook Bay arc approach- 
ing completion, and shortly wo hope to have 
the 'pleasure of announcing tlie lighting of 
the town with gas. The company have met 
with numoious drawbacks sinco its organiza- 
tion ; but have at last triumphed overall dif- 
ficulties, and will soon have the satisfaction 
of seeing their enterprise Kudcqcrgy crown- 
ed with the success which they merit. The 
Works are situated at the fo.it of Store and 
Government streets, on Rock Bay, and the 
site comprises about two acres of ground — 
o;io- third of which is redeemed or made 
land and is protected from the encroachment 
of the water of tho bay by a strong levee or 
water-front. At the western terminus of the 
levoe, extending into the bay 200 feet with a 
width of 26 feel, is a substantia! wharf, at 
which small craft may lie and discharge car- 
goes of coal, &o. Al the eastern end of the 
premises is a storehouse capable of contain- 
ing from 150 to 200 tons of qoal. Here tho 
coal from which gas will be generated will 
be stored, in order thai it may be perfectly 
-dry when required for use, moisture in coal 
causing additional expense in tho matter of 
fuel while undergoing distillation. Tho re- 
toil-house is 70 leet long by 30 feet wide, and 
contains three ovens with throe retorts each. 
The coal is placed in the retorts, (ires started 
in tho furnaces, and the process of generat- 
ing gas commences. As the gas is distilled 
jt passes through vcitical iron tubes, known 
as the " ascension pipeaj" into an hydraulic 
main filled vvilh water, and from thence is 
led in a pipe to the (ar-well, into which the 
loose lar,arnnioniacal liquor, and other impu- 
rities common to bituminous coal, are drained 
off. The gas then passes into a "scrub- 
ber," (so called because it uash.s tho gas) 
jn the bottom of which is placed a perforated 
■tray with charcoal; a shower of water is 
forced down a pipe through which the gas 
lhas to pass for further purification, and then 
suto atmospheric condensers, through a se- 
ries of pipes, where it is cooled. In this 
process tho greater portion of the tar is sepa- 
rated from the gas. The gas then goes into 
the purifying-house, which is furnished with 
four purifiers, each live feet square. In 
lhesc puritiers are perforated trays, on which 
dry lime is placed, and the gas passing 
through the purifiers and being brought in 
■contact with the lime, finally units with its 
impurities. Connected with tho purifiers 
5s u water-valve, by which the gas may be 
iurnelT in the purilicrs at the pleasure of the 
operator. This water- valve is regulated 
and worked by means of a screw. It lessens 
the liability of an escape of gas, and is a 
great time and labor saver. From the purify- 
ing-house the gus is passed into the station- 
metro in the ofliee. The station-metre is 
furnished with n time-piece and self-regis- 
tering tell-tale, which will indicate by 
means of n pencil and curd, the exact 
amount of work done at any given time 
and bow many feet of gas are being manufac- 
tured, thereby giving the manager perfect 
knowledge of what is going on in the remotest 
portion of the Works, ut any time during 
night or day. After leaving lliu statipn-tnjitro 
the gas enters the gas-holder in the tank, [42 
feet in diameter and 18 feet deep) attached to 
six cast-iron columns and girders with pulleys 
and weights. The tank Is a brick-work laid 
and plastered in cement, &3 feet (J inches in 
diameter and 18 feet deep. Jt Is filled with 
water, and the gas is contained in (lie holder, 
between tlii crown of the latter and the water. 
The holder has no bottom, and sits on the water 
like a cap or pot lid. As the quantity of gas 
generated increases or decreases, the holder 
rises or fulls, its movements being regulated by 
the quantity of gas forced into it. From the 
holder the gas returns to the oflicc and passes 
through the governor into the main pipe for 
the supply of the town, tho governor regulating 
the pressure at which the gas is sent for the 
supply ol the town. The office-building has an 
cilice, Director's room, and rooms for the 
manager. On the ground am fifty handsome 
street lamp pillars ready for creeling when 
the Oily Fathers, shortly to he created, shall 
order the town to be lighted. The machinery 
and other apparatus was made at the works of 
James Hill & Hon, Edinburgh, Scotland, and, 
i-o far as our inexperienced observation extends, 
is complete, ciui will fully meet the expecta- 
tions of all concerned. The capacity of the 
"Works, when completed, will bo suflieien', to 
supply a town ten times the six.c of Victoria. 
The erection of the Works lias been under tho 
immediate superintendence of Mr. John J. 
(,'ochr.unc, th«? engineer of the Gas Company, by 
whom they were designed. 

— Among tho first ordi- 
nances which the shortly-to»be-born Town 
Council will be called on to pass is one that 
will require manufacturers to build their 
chimneys sufficiently high to carry off the 
smoke generated on'iheir premises without 
annoyance or damage to tho public. Tho 
saw-mill at the end of dames Brldgo— with 
duo respect fur the enterprise of its energetic 
proprieU)rs»-haa long been justly regarded as 
b nuisance, ft iojusl high enough to carry 
the smoke clear of the building, and just low 
enough to send it into the eyes and daiyn 
(ho throats, through the yards and into tho 
houses, of about one-third of our citizens. 
Housewives in lljO vicinity declare that be- 
tween (lie smoke and the wind they arc un- 
able to get a piece of white linen i'rorii lifts 
wash; and they say that if one meets a man 
whose shirUbosom is of dingy hue, or a 
woman whoso laces aie yellow-tinged, it's a 
suresign that they live within a radius of a 
quarter of a mile of the Pioneer Saw-mill. 
The chimney «!iould be raised at least 
twenty feet before it will cense to bo an ob- 
ject UHoil which are showered tho choicest 
expletives and left-handed blessings fliat 
can be expressed in the lingliah language!
